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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 01/06/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
the full statutory temn of the US Patent No. 6,330,719 has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention comprises plurality of servers and receiver units being interconnected and 
wherein the receiver units can be controlled by the servers for purpose of processing 
return requests in which the return requests are controlled and scheduled by 
corresponding connected servers so to reduce bottlenecking and overloading of the 
corresponding servers with such return requests. 

The closest prior art, Phaal, Krishman and Bhjo show a similar system; However, 
Phaal discloses a server with a resource monitor to monitor the processing resources of 
the server and begin to schedule the return request once the Server becomes 
overioaded, Krishman discloses a server delays the receiving requests when the 
effective bandwidth utilized by the network server exceed a threshold limit, and Bhoj 
discloses a server limit the number of receiving request based on the predetermined 
number of requests in which the processing power of the server could process per 
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second. Thus, Phaal, Krishman and Bhoj fail to disclose the limitation(s), for purpose of 
processing return requests, Identifying one or more destinations for receiving request 
from the plurality of receiver units; providing scheduling information that indicates a 
destination for receiving request and that determines when the receiver units should 
send requests to the destination, the scheduling information producing different results 
as between at least some of the receivers units that receive the scheduling information; 
creating a 1^* communication that associates the scheduling information with a particular 
request, thereby allowing the author of the 1®' communication to control the scheduling 
Information that is associated with the particular request and determine when the 
particular request should be sent; and distributing the first communication to the plurality 
of receiver units so that the receiver units receiving the 1** communication may send 
requests according to the scheduling information provided by the 1®' communication, 
used In combination with all of the other limitations of independent claim.
